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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues (Remarks, page 1 0) that the 
reference to Makinen teaches away because Makinen pointed out that some not corrupted information in current erroneous frame is still 
used. 

In response, the examiner notes that as pointed out in previous action (Office Action, page 7) Suzuki discloses converting voice code from 
one coding system to another coding system ([0002]) and if a speech frame is lost or corrupted during transmission, applying some error 
correction (error concealment) techniques ([0055], [0276-0293]). Makine discloses various error concealment methods including using 
substitute current bad frame with previous good frame. The combined teaching read on the limitations of claim 1. Makinen's additional 
teaching that some not corrupted parameters from the current bad frame are still usable does not teach away. 
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
